Gordon Walker, 
and 15 Australian soldiers sailed 
their rickety craft to the Dutch 
island of Sumatra, with only a 
page torn from an atlas as their 
chart, 
according to the 
report, 
broadcast by the New Delhi radio. 
Picked up by an RAF launch, 
they made a perilous journey to 
Jambo in southern Sumatra. From 
that point they were taken in a 
Dutch 
automobile 
to 
Penang, 
where they boarded a flying boat 
which took them to Batavia. 


BATAVIA, Feb. 26-T he story 
of 17 American flyers who flew 
from the Philippines to the N eth­ 
erlands Indies guided only by a 
tiny pictorial map on a souvenir 
cigarette case was told to Aneta 
news agency today. 
The aviators, none of whom had 
ever made the flight before, made 
their escape from the Philippines 
aboard several 
American flying 
boats, the exact number of which 
cannot be revealed. 
The cigarette case, memento of 
a peacetime visit 
to the Indies. 
was the possession of the pilot of 
the leading plane. His plane led 
the formation during the whole 
flight. 
The m ap on the case showed 
only the bare outlines of the main

HERE is a factor in the defense of Ba­ 
taan that is no less important and ad- ( 
mirable than the heroic behavior of Gen- 
oral MacArthur and his 
American and j 
Philippine troops. It is what might be call- 
eel the “knight errantry” of our defense, j 
Surely it is an unusual act of sportsman­ 
ship. 
The United States, it should be remem­ 
bered, has agreed to give the 
Filipinos 
their freedom. Concessions already made 
had put them half way on the road to in-1 
pendence before this war started. 
Their

lion” on our part. We had probably done j 
for the islanders, on the whole, far more 
than they ever did, or could'do, for us.

easy way would have been for us to with­ 
draw at once and let the Japs have the j 
islands, rather than fight a long, hard war j 
for them. We had much to gain by such ( 
procedure, and nothing to lose—save bon- j 
or. 
We chose instantly to fight the Fil­ 
ipinos’ war with them and for them, at 
whatever cost. We expect to win the war, 
restore their independence and then leave 
them with our blessing. 
There is every indication that the Fil­ 
ipinos understand this and are grateful. 
Our enemies, of course, would never un­ 
derstand it.

Today, as a Pan American Airways of-1 
ficial, it is Cone’s job to transport supplies | 
by a circuitous and secret route to the | 
Bataan peninsula. 
And they are getting 
there. 
For years U. S. Army w ar plans pro-1 
vided that in case of a Japanese attack j 
on the Philippines, U. S. forces there would J 
have to be abandoned. 
However, thanks j 
to long range transport planes and Cone's I 
efficiency, supplies are definitely reach- j 
ing the Philippines.

R 
USSIAN winter compaigning is nothing 
1 new for the Germans. 
Some of the j 
comments suggest that it is, that they had 
every reason to be surprised at the terrible 
extreme of cold and ice that they met. 

In 
the first world war they had plenty of win­ 
ter fighting with the Russians. 
On January 31, 1915, the Germans de­ 
liberately launched a campaign in Fast 
Prussia at a time when, as Churchill wrote 
in his history of the war on the Eastern 
front, “the idea that any great operations 
could begin in such fearful wintry weath­ 
er was scouted by the Russians' experience 
of their own climate.”

denburg. 
He said:

done these things, or is it all but a fable?

DIET AND HEALTH 


Method of Local Action 
Of Various Medicines 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
IN THE articles this week we 
have been discussing the scientific 
foundation for the action of drugs 
after they have been absorbed in 
the body. They act either on the 
nervous system or by changing 
blood flow. 
There is another great class of 
drugs which act locally at the site

When Dr. Carl Roller, lately 
practicing in New York, was as­ 
sistant in the eye clinic in Vienna 
in 1884, he discovered that co­ 
caine dropped in the eye would en­ 
tirely abolish pain on the surface, 
so that operations could be per­ 
formed as well as if a general 
anesthetic were given. 
The introduction of local an­ 
esthesia was a great step forward 
in medical practice. W’e have since I 
then manufactured many better 
drugs than cocaine for such pur­ 
poses. 
Locally Applied Drugs 
We also have drugs which are | 
antiseptic or germicidal when ap­ 
plied locally. They kill germs or 
inhibit germ growth within certain 
limits. Other locally applied drugs 
promote healing. 
Of especial interest just at this 
season is the use of drugs which 
are applied locally to the nose and 
throat for relief of colds, sore 
throats and rhinitis. 
The best of all, if you are brave 
enough, is silver nitrate. When ap­ 
plied locally in solution, it certain­ 
ly makes you uncomfortable in an 
hour or so, but it is the only thing 
I know of which really does tend to 
shorten a cold or sore throat and 
return the nose and throat to nor­ 
mal. 
Only your doctor should 
undertake to apply it, but he will 
probably warn you first that you 
won’t like it. 
For that stopped-up feeling, we 
have several kinds of solutions— 
adrenalin, ephedrine and benze­ 
drine— which shrink the mucous 
membrane of the nose at least tem­ 
porarily and allow you to breathe 
freely. 
For a gargle or nose douche for 
a normal nose, the safest thing is 
hot salt water. Nearly anything 
else is likely to depress the anti­ 
septic powers of the mucous mem­ 
brane of the nose and throat. 
Sodium perborate is practically 
harmless and has been used suc­ 
cessfully for generations in mild 
infections and clogged up noses. It 
dissolves in water with a slight ef­ 
fervescence and should be used at

The best of gargles can be ob­ 
tained inexpensively at the drug 
store if instead of asking for trade 
names you can call for liquor anti- 
septicus which contains boric acid, 
thymol, eucalyptus and other aro­ 
matic oils. 
A solution of 2% boric acid is 
a household standby for washing 
the eyes after a Unrig day of ex­ 
posure.
